This is not, as you might think a 
patent-medicine seller’s speij says the 
Canadian Socia; Hygien, Council It's 
just to remind you that the open sea 
son for sunlight has commenced and 
that sunlight ‘s the greatest “unpat 
ent” medicine in the world, even 
though it is only recently that, we 
have begun to realize just how import 
ant it is. 

Dd you know that when sunlight 


falls upon your skin it makes a kind 
of food which your body needs very 
badly? This “food” is known as 


Vitamiin D. You've probably heard a- 
bout Vitamin D. because a great deal 
has been wr'tten and talked about it 
during recent years, The reason why 
people take cod liver oi] is that it ts 
only a substitute for sunlight. The 
vitamin ‘s produced in the cod's liver 
by the action of sunlight and you get 
it second-hand. It is much better to 
get ‘ first hand which in Canada one 
can do most easily ‘n the summer 
time. Sunilght when i falls upon 
your skin produces a certain chemi- 
cal reaction and this reaction yre 
duces V tamin D. 

Now the moral of this article is a: 
very simple one. Get out into the 
sunlight as much as you .can this sum 
mer and get your full share of this 
greatest of al; medicines. It ‘s pos- 
sibly even more important that chil- 
dren should do so than grown-ups 
because some authorities claim « that 
in this northern climate almost all 
children have at least a touch at some 
time in their lives of the disease 
known as rickets. This dsease is 
caused by lack of Vitamin D which 
the system needs in building - good 
strong bones. 

There is one very important thing 
to remember however. If the sun- 
light is to effect your skin as it must 
do to, produce this health giving re- 
suit the rays must fall directly upon 
the bare sk'n. Even if they pass 
through giass or the lightest of cloth 
ing the ‘nvisible rays which produce 
Vitamin D are fiitered and do not 
Teach ¢he skin. At the game time one 
must be carefuy “‘n taking sun baths 
to go easy at first otherwise that 
painful and well-known phenomenon 
sunburn will result but while taking 
thts precaastiion see to it that you get 
out in the sun this summer as much 
as poss big wearing as few clothes es 
modesty and the loca! police force 
wilt permit.
